(JMS) records such as booking and incarceration information. The grant-funded contract will be used by ARIC for
integration services, crime record standardization, software licensing, software maintenance, acceptance testing and
other work associated with bringing data from the TCSO JMS into a shared, searchable database. This additional data
source will increase the data available to ARIC’s regional partner agencies which include Austin Police Department

software and doesn't have any resellers or allow others to provide associated proprietary services. The contract is time
sensitive due to the upcoming expiration of the grant funds.
